VALUABLE CAPTURES BY THE INSURGENTS-—TWO 
NOTED SLAVE-TRADERS ELEVATED TO BANK BY 
ALFONSO—THE LAST ATTEMPT, PERHAPS, TO 
CBUSH THE INSURRECTION. 

New Yort Herald. 

Havana, Ang. 19.—The rebels in the Eastern 
Department, under the command of Modgsto 
Diaz, have shown. considerble activity lately, 
capturing several coffee and sugar estates in the 
peighborbood of Guantanamo. The most of 
these places were guarded by small garrisons of 
movilisados, who, in some instances, instead 
of defending the plantations, made common 
cause with the rebels, and helped them 
to accomplish their ends. In these raids 
the rebels have captured a large amount of 
clothing, medicines, some ammunition and re- 
eruited their ranks from the field-hands and 
Cuban sympathizers, who, from wecessity. or 
feigned repentance for former rebelhous ante- 
cedents, had temporarily remained living under 
Spanish rule. Tuis is the way the presentados 
are behaving near Santiago de Cuba, and the 
Commander-in-Chief of this district, iu bis order 
of the dav, published on the 9tb inst., threatens 
severe pavichment for ail future desertiva, and 
forewarns Spanish planters not to place their 
trust iu the new Cuban converts. He also says 
that he will severeiy punish all parties accused 
of spreading eny war pews not previously an- 
pounced in bis official war bulletins. 

Toe last mail brings us the official news of the 
exaltation by King Alfonso from piebeianism to 
aristocracy of the distinguished Spanish slave- 
traders, Don Julian Zutueta and Don Jose Baro. 
The ex-Mavor of Havana receives the title of 
Murquis of Alva, bis native Province, and Vis- 
count of Casa Blanca, a small village situated 
on the other side of the Bay of Havana, where 
he one immense property in wharves, coal- 
yards, sbip-yarda, dry-dock, etc. Don Jose Baro 
is appointed Marquis of Santi Rita and Viscount 
of Canet de Mar, an humble village in Catalonia 
that claims the honor of being the birthplace of 
the Cuban slave-trader, whose fortune is esti- 
mated at $20,000,000. The Roval decreé pro- 
ciaiming nobility in most cases is the result 
of chase. but in this instance the honor 
has — conferred by Hie Majesty as a testimo- 
nial of gratitude for services rendered in Cuba 
to the Spanish cause, and on gentlemen who are 
known to be representatives of the proslavery 
party, aod energetically and decidedly opposed 
to amy concessions tbat savor of emancipation or 
the propagation of liberal idear and free goveru- 
ment in the Island of Cuba. Both Zulueta and 
Baro, in their socia!) intercourse aud as business 
men, are highly ted by every one,—Dir. 
Zulueta having lately distiogniehed himself by 
hie high administrative qualifcations as Governor 
of the City of Havana. Humanity, however, 
cannot forget that these recipients of Royal 
munificence have been, until withip the last few 
years, the most noted traders in buman flesh 
that even the Spanish annals can show. The 
thousanas of slaves now iouing oo the estates 
belonging to these ne- fledged nobies would far 
more gladly have raised a praver to Heaven 
to bless the Royal hand that had written the 
word freedom for the slave rather than a re- 
ward for the authors of the miseries they ba ve 
entailed upon them by wresting them from their 
na ive homes, and bringiog them to this wiand 
to raise still higher the piles of gold ounces that 
are destined to glitter in ostentatious dinners 
and magnificent display of finery. If a European 
pop Bing, educated in Protestant and abolition 
England, bas the audacity to reward his princely 
vlave-trading subjects. cannot sympathizing 
America insist on the final abolition of slavery 
in thie island?

BANK OF CALIFORNIA, 
THE FAILURE IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 26.—The Bank of 
California stopped paying checks at a quarter to 
8 this afternoon. In an interview with Ralston, 
be said the bauk has sufficient. assets to meet all 
liabilities, and no one will lose anything, but at 
present there is no coin with which to transact 
business. A meeting is appointed wih bank 
representatives at 5 p. m., when more pa:ticulars 
will be given. 

LATER. 

San Francisco, Aug. 26.—At5 p. m. repre- 
seotatives of the press met in the Presiddat's 
office of the Bank of California. The following 
written statement was read: : 

Orrice oF THE Banx or Catzronnia, Aug 26, 1878. 
—The Trustees are under the painful necessity of 
stating to the customers of the bank and to the pub- 
lic that the bank is compelled to suspend busipess at 
this moment, and, without reports from: its sgencies, 
is not prepared to make a statement as to the situa- 
tion of the bank, but are now examiping its ipterest 
critically, and will at the earbest possible Moment 
make a definite report. 


President Halston stated oraily thai on his 
own responsibility and that of the offices of the 
bank there was no doubt they would be able to 
meet all obligations. 

In reply to a question when they expected to 
open again, be said not at all, and subse- 
quetly, on a repetition of the questi, Said. 
“We do not expect to resume.” Rals- 
ton further stated that about 61800 000 
were paid ont to-day. No assistance wae re- 
ceived from other banks, though applicaton was 
made for it. He had telegraphed all tie agen- 
cies of the bank to close. e thought n banks 
in the inte:ior would be affected by the failure. 
The excitement on California street is utense. 
The street was blockaded during thi after- 
noon. The crowd, on the whole were 
quiet and good natured, and much confidence 
is expressed in the ability of the baok toredeem 
its obligations. A run was made on the Jational 
Gold Bank and Trust Bank. They catinued 
paying until the closiog hour, and asserted their 
ability to settle all demands in coin or bonds. 
Other banks in the city report no unusui de- 
mands on their resources. 

The San Francisco and Pacific Stoch Ex- 
changes held no sessions this afterno@, ad- 
journing subject to call, and the former P»esed 
a resolution forbidding members to do business 
in the interim. 

The late nour at which the suspension of the 
Bank of California occurred renders i difficult 
to calculate the effect on otuer financia interests 
at present.

Mr. I.—I think we owe them somethng; we 
received a considerable remittance aot long 
ago, aud, as I remember the account, ii is ia our 
favor. 

R.—Has the bank any other correpondent 
here?

R.—Will it affect confidence in generl ?

BALTIMORE. 

Barron, Ang. 26.—stirliog, Abrens & Co., 
said to be the largest sugar-importing house in 
the United States, suspended payment this after- 
noon.

He was followed by Whitney, who said that he 
moved the adoption of the resolution. Though 
its introdwetion undet ordinary circumstances 
would be à strange proceeding, it micht be 
thought that the Committee in question bad 
neglected te do ite duty.

True, this 
Board must assess capital stock, but the Legisla- 
tures say certain companiés enumerated above 
shall be assessed as individuals,—thatis, be 
assessed on tangible property. If individuals 
have no property which this Board can assess, 
then this Board cannot assess the corporations 
in question. - Individuals carrying on printing, 
publishing newspapers, and breeding stock are 
assessed on tangible property only, so, then, 
must these corporations who carry on such busi- 
ness be assessed on the same footing exactly. It 
is said this is not a fair coustruction of the law, 
and the Attorney General says it is only an em- 
phasis ot what the law means. If so, God save 
the State from the effect of the emphasis.

countries of Europe ate competing for the trade of the 
River Plate, the United States, whose maratime com- 
merce is next to that of Great Britain, does not sup- 
port a single line or steamer, There is no doubt that 
the trade of this country with the United States could 
be very greatly extended and made profitable, had we 

roper facilities in the ee steamship navigation, 

ue Increasing amounts of imports from the United 
States, already showing a large balanee of trade in our 
favor, is a sufficient proof of a demand for American 
matufuctures by the people of the River Plate, while 
the disposition of the Argentine Republic to assist in 
the establishment of steam communication between 
Basics Ayres and New York is suificiently evident 
from the fact that the Argentine Congress as early as 
1865 voted a subsidy of $20,0.0 gold for eight years 
which, | am assured, it is willing to increase to 350, 
000—a thing which it has never done for any other na- 
tion. Besides the increase of odr commerce the pas- 
betiger traffic Would be large. 

Not only would the Argentines préfer to travel ahd 

nited States, but a 


very large proportion of European tourists and trad- 
ers, returning to their native country, would by way of 
change take the route by the way of the United States. 
They do not do so now on account of the delays, ex- 
pense, and difficulties of transhipment at Rio de Ja- 
nelro. 


The United States Consul at Vienna, Austria, 
Says: 


While in this Empire the recent military laws are be- 
ing steadily enforced, augmentiog i:s defensive power, 
it has fot kept pace with its neighbotéin preparation 
for war, ahd in the incréase of its offensive afmumect, 

While discussing the best methods of preserving life 
and promoting prosperity, the attention of the coun- 
try has suddenly been called to its neglect in securing 
the most efficient means of destruction. 

The military authorities ot this Empire have convino- 
ed themselves by recent trials that their fleid artillery 
would be comparatively useless in a contest with thé 
superior guns adopted by other rmies, and no little 
excitement has attended the discovery. The inferior- 
ity of muzzie-loadMg small arms compared to breech- 
louders was demonstrated in 1866, and compelled this 
Government to rearm ite entire force, It declined, 
however, to take American arms, which proved in 
évery respect satisfactory at trials made here, brefer- 
ring to give contracts to its own citizens and encour- 
age the manufacture in ite own country, anda great 
establishment was accotdingly effected at Steyr. To 
bring its field artillery up to the European standard it 
will be necessary for the Government to at once sub- 
sidize another manufactory for steel guns. However 
other industries and manufactures may languish, the 
great busigess of making arms, according to the latest 
and most improved pattern, flourishes and increases. 

The United States Consul at Tien-Tsin, China, 
Bays : 

Our trade with China in manufactured cotton goods 
Was once considerable and promising, but in 4 time of 
national misfortune that trade away to others, 
who seeured and still enjoy its benefits by the practice 
of dowuright systematic frauds. That countless tons

Bavaria, and in some 
instances the other Southern Governments, claims to 
be made an exception, wheliy or in part, from the op- 
eration of many public measures, Suchſwas the case 
with the military laws, the imperial civil code, the

THE TENNESSEE RAILROAD. War. 
Special Correspondence af Ihe Chicago I'ribune, 
NasHvit_s, Tédm, Ang. 24.—Tbe war between 
the St. Louis & Southeastern, Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis, and Louisville 4 Nashville 
Railroéds, still continues. Tus fight, it is 
claimed, grew out of the fact of the Southeast- 
ern Road “scalping,” and generally not living 
up to bustbess-prineiples, white a member of 
the Green Line. It was alleged that it got Chi- 
cago rates on fréights & long way south of that 
point. This led to the cutting off of the Sonth- 
éasteti Hoad from the Green Line. The man- 
agement of the Southeasteru, at the same time, 
claim that the other two roads were making an 
effort to crush it out, to divide the territory 
rightly belonging to the Southeastern Road, and 
the traffic, between themselves. The truth of 
the whole matter, however, is a génefal isdn 
derstanding between them. 

As Gon as the Southéastefn Road had been 
dropped out of the Green Line, it aimed a blow 


at the Nashvile, Chattanooga & St. Louis Rail- 
way, by cutting down the fate to and from St. 
Louis ftom $13 to $2.50: The other road did 
hot follow suit, fof the reason that it had tbe 
ad vaumge im selling tickets at Southern points. 
and was not dependent altogetber on Nashville 
for St. Louis travel. It retaliated by forcing the 
Sonthedsterh Road to break bulk, compelliig 
the drayage türougu Nashvilie of South ward- 
bound goods and charging local rates upon them. 

Tue mauagement of the Southeastern Reail, 
having effected an arrangement with the Ro- 
ceiver of the Elizabethiuwn & Paducah Road, 
cut down the rate to Louisvilie to, 2.30, and, on 
the Louisviile & Nashvillé Road going to the 
game igurés, made a further reduction to 50 
cents. The Louisville & Nashville Road still 
maintained the $2.50 on the morning and after- 
noon trains, and was content to reduce the fare 
to 50 cents on the night-train, which came more 
directly in Gompetition with the single traio on 
the Seutbeasterh Road. Both roads had im- 
mense transparencies placed over the entrances 
to their respective depots, with big, bold black 
letters annonucing Fare to Lonisville, 60 
cebis.’ While the Southessteru Road liad the 
sympathy of those favoring cheap fares, the 
Louisville Road had the shortest route by 60 
miles, which balanced agaiust the other. The 
war is generally looked upon as a piece of fool- 
une on thé part of both roads, whose action 
is begstting rather 4 waut of confidence th thein, 
more han anything else. 

A compromise was attempted about ten days 
ago. It ended in the diseussion of grievances. 
Therewas no result. ere are intimations, 
however, that the managements of all the roads 
have ftowu sick of the war, aud that the differ- 
enceswill be amicabiy settled within the nett 
ten days. 

Thereduction of rates has put traveling withio 
the rach of the pocketbooks of numberiess 
peoph, who Have eagerly seized the opportunit 
to vin St. Louis, Chicago,’ Louisville, and 
Eaeten cities. While a largo number of people 
have visited Nashville in consequence of the 
reducion, yet it has pot improved its com- 
merci interests; ahd, the sooner the war is 
brougit to a close, the better for N *

The Woman Came to Her Death from 
Heart Disease Only. 


. Keegan Freed from All 


Blame.

Early yesterday morning a s crowd of people as- 
sembled at No. 151 Canalport avenue to sttend 
the Inquest on the body of Mrs. M. Mathias, who, 
it was alleged, had met her desth at the hands 
of Constable Keegan on the previous day. The 
time fixed for the inquiry was 10 o'clock, but 
Coroner Dietzsch did pot put in an appearance 
until near 12. A jury was then appointed, whe 
made an examination of the body and then ad- 
jou: ned to Twelfth Street Police Station to hear 
the evidence. Great excitement prevailed in the 
neighborhood, but the general opinion was that 
the woman had died from heart disease superin- 
duced by exciiement caused by the seizure of 


ber goods. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock the jury were ready to 
take the testimony in the dase. The station was 
crowded with friends of the prisoner, many of 
whom had attended to testify to his good char- 
acter should it be u It was considered 
improbabie that Keegan, who, it is said, geper- 
ally errs on the side of mildness, should have 
used violence in executing the writ, aud searvely 
a doubt was entertained that he would be com- 
pletely exonerated. 

The first witness examined was the prisoner 


’ 
YATRICK KEEGAN. 
He said: Yesterday about 9 o'clock myself and 
Mr. Stern went op Canalvort avenue with u writ 
of aitachment to atiach some goods at a 
stores on Oang!port ayenue, near Union 
street. I dont «now what number 
it was, The goods were iu possession of Mrs. 
M. Mathias, Myself and Mr. Stern went in 
there. Mrs. Methias was inside. Mr. Stern 
spoke to her in German, which | do not under- 
stand, I told her | had a wiit of attachment, 
and also told ber I was an officer and Constable, 
and showed her my star. There were a lot of 
diy goods boxes in the store. I asked Mr. Stern 
what J should do, god he pointed out a box, aed 
told me to tane some goods out to satisfy the 
writ. Mrs. Mathias said 1 should not take any 
goods out of the bos. 1 told ber I 
was an officer, and had my duty 


to perform, and that I must take sufficient goods. 


to satiefy the wric. The boxes «ere nailed down. 
A hammer was laying near, and | took it to open 
the boxes. I went to open the box pointed ont 
by Mr. Stern, when Mrs. Mathias approached 
me, took hold of the hammer in my hand, and 
tried to take it away from me. I told her she 
had betier keep quiet; that I was an officer, and 
must discharge my duty. She got exceedingly 
excited, and I told Mr. Stern to send for a po- 
liceman to look after ber, At the same time 
she sent some one for a policeman. I then de- 
gisted, expecting an officer to com>. I waited 
pei haps twenty minuies. The polineman did 
pot come, and | agein essayed to 2 the box, 
ue then icked up a small tebct, and 
threatened to hit me over the head if I 
interfered with the box. I again desisied, 
thinking the policeman would come, and that 
her passion would go down and she would be 
easier to get along with. Alter I bad waited 

some ume, no policeman gut in au appearance. 
She bad atill the ax in ber band, andi went to 
open the box again, telling Mr. Stern to ses she 
did not strike we. She came towards meas I 
approsched the box, and made a motion to strike 
me with the hatchet. Mr. Stern intercepted 
ber, and took the ax from her. I then ceased 
operations for a while, ip the hope that her ex- 
cuement would go down and | wenid net have 
do much trouble. I then requested Mr. Stern 
to ateist me in opening the box. We com- 
menced to open it, and she passed around and 
. ed to prevent us. We got the box 
open, and I took out a smali roll of 
cloth, and handed it to Mr. Stern. I 
asked bim if his wagon had come to take away 
the goods. He replied ‘*‘No,.” I saw an ex- 
piessmao at the door, and engaged him. I took 
dome more rolls out of the box and gave them to 
Mr. Stein, who placed them in the expressman's 
wagon. While Lwasremoving the goods Mra. 
Mathias tried to prevent me as much as she 
conid from doing my duty. When I bad taken 
out enough to satisfy the claim, I went outside. 
She tollos ed us to the door, talking all the while 
excitedly i» German. I informed her of the 
date a ben the trial would take pace at Jadye 
Kaufmaun's offica. Thinking she did vot under- 
stand me. I requested one of the bystanders to 
translate it in German. That was ail thas bap- 

there. 1 did not take hold of her oor 
eome in conflict with her at all. When she came 
towards me I simply put up my hand to keep 
ber off. She raised a stick over my head 
once, and 1 only put up my band to 
protect msself from the blow. Mr. Stern was 
preseut all the time. The expressman was 
present all the time. A women was also pres- 
eut, but not all the time. 
DR. BENROTIN 

was then sworn and deposed: I bave made a 

t-mortem examination of the body of Mrs. 

ary Mathias. There were no external marks of 
violeuce, except slight scratches on the left ear. 
There sere no marks of any violence or any that 
looked as if they bad been applied wich any 
force. There was no clot of blood ip the brain, 
and no fracture of the skull; everything was 
natural and healthy: The woman died from 
valvular disease of the heart. That is per- 
teotly plam. and easily to be seen by any one on 
examination, even if mot a phvreician, aod still 
plainer and easier understood by a physician. 
ithe disease was of old standing, and the woman 
was liable to die from it at any time. 
Violence could have no effect whatever in pro- 
duciug this disease, and probably tre fear inci- 
dent upon the ci:eumstauces may have hastened 
her death; death from this disease being almost 
always sudden, as in chis case. The remainder 
of the beart, except these valves and their im- 
mediate vicinity, was perfectly healthy. The 
valves involved were what are known as the 
aortic valves, and the iungs showed the result of 
the regurgitation cf the bicod. The woman, 
without avy doubt, did notcometo her death 
from violence. I have the heart here with me 
for iuspection. The case isso clear as not to 
leave room for the remotest doubt. 

Ihe Ooroner hee remarked that it was a clear 
case of heart disease, and be would only exam- 
ine another medica! witness. 

Dr. Joseph N. Freer, who was present during 
the autopsy, was then examined, and corrobor- 
ated the evidence of Dr. Henrotin in every par- 


ticular. 
THE VERDICT. 

The jury retired to cousider their verdict, and, 
after an a ce of five mioutes, presented the 
following ; 

We, the find that the M. Mathias, 
came to Bee death from heart-disease, hastened by ex- 
citement, and we exonerate the Constabie, Patrick 
Keegan, from all blame, 

The Coroner ordered Keegan’s immediate dis- 
charge. As soon as the verdict was given the 
latter thanked the jury, and aseu:‘ed them that 
vo ope felt worse over the mattor than bimselt. 
His friends gathered round and covgratuiated 
bim. aod —.— much pleased that the grave 
chaige had so unmistakably rebutted. 

Baverman was not married to — She 
owned the store, and he had lived with ber for 
some time.

THE DIRECT CABLE. 


Official Statement of the Paraday’s 
Work. 

Mr. L. Oliphant, Superintendent of the Direct 
United States Cable Company, ends us the fol- 
lowing from the London World, which, be says, 

ins the 24 — the — rece 
n J. DOW engaged in the 
fina] oompletion of the Company's dale; 

“The Faraday went out in April to complete 
the laying of the cable. It started somewhat too 
— * — when the ice cleared away it laid its 

messages were transmitted between 
New penn ane and the office in London at a speed of 
about twelve words per miuute. There was, 
however, à trifling defect in the insulation 
about 250 miles from Newfoundland. A 
like defect exists in the French cable of the 
Anglo Company, and is rather a theoretical 
than a practical fault, for it does not interfere 
with the trensmission of messages, aud, curious- 
ly enough, rather increases the speed of trans- 
mission, The Faraday was, bowever, ordered on 
her return voyage te cut out this defect. She 
therefore broke the cable in two places, aud 
separated about 35 miles each otber. 
Oo breaking the Irish end, last Saturday week, 
she called attention to the feot that she bed 
ovly 50 miles of surplus cable on board, aod 
that whilst 50 miles ought to be enough, even 
with slack, to lay 35 miles, yet _ > might 
rhape be asfer to have more. ompa 
1A 70 more miles in London; — 
— some discussion between the ship and 
the office, through the cable, it was detar- 
mined that she shauld return to England to 
take in these 70 miles. She will at once start 
again to the gap. Her business will be to take 
up the Irish end to splice it to the cable on 
board, to run out 36 miles of cable and then to 
effect a final splice wo the American end io shal- 
low water. TLere ie no reasonable doubt, there- 
fore, that the eable of the Company will be 
open for public traffic me a few weeks,”

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GREERNRBACK PRICES. 

It is one of the trials of newspaper life 
that articles must be framed to suit different 
grades of intelligence and the various indi- 
vidual supplies of information. If it were 
not for this embarrassing circumstance, it 
would not be necessary to go all over another 
demonstration of the patent fact that it is 
the greenback and not gold that goes bob- 
bing up and down, and thus exerts a constant 
though not always perceptible disturbance of 
all kinds of prices. A gentleman who signs 
himself Amerigo” writes us a communica- 
tion which we print elsewhere, and the pur- 
pose of which seems to to recall the 
necessity of coming down to the level of his 
intelligence, and shaping the argument to his 
limited power of comprehension. We fear 
that this is a hard thing to do, and the only 
encouragement to attempt it is the assurance 
that, it Amerigo can be made to under- 
stand it, there is no one else so stupid as not 
to see it. , 

1. Of course the merchant does not change 
the currency price of his goods from day to 
day, and the employer does not revolutionize 
the wages he pays every twenty-four hours, 
to correspond with the diurnal rise or fall in 
the gold value of greenbacks. If they did, 
all business would be a chaos, and the green- 
back would quickly be rejected and thrown 
out of use altogether. The instinct of self- 
preservation deters men from adopting so 
suicidal a policy. Fortunately there is a con- 
servative tendency among business men 
which induces them to agree upon as much 
stability in prices as possible, and not haggle 
about fractions from day to day and from 
hour to hour. This conservative tendency 
applies to all the circumstances which influ- 
ence prices, as well as to the varying purchas- 
ing power of the greenback. The mechanic 
fixes in hig mind, and has the approval of 
custom for demanding, we will say, $3 a day 
for his labor. The depreciation of the green- 
back 1 or 5 cents in the dollar, or its appre- 
ciation of 1 or 5 cents to-morrow, does not 
induce him toask a few cents more in one 
case, orafew cents less in the other, any 
more than the arrival of a fresh batch 
of mechanics from Europe (which is like- 
wise calculated to decrease his wages) in- 
duces him to voluntarily throw off a few 
cents a day. Soa man who has made up 
his mind to ask $100 in currency for a horse 
he has to sell does not ask $99.25 simply be- 
cause greenbacks fall temporarily a fraction 
of a cent in value. 

2. But this conservative tendency, which 
enables the transaction of business in an 
orderly and systematic manner, has the effect 
to fix and maintain prices at a higher rate 
than they ought to be, as a rule. Every 
merchant in marking his goods for sale puts 
them sufficiently high to give him a margin 
on the possible decline in the value of the 
greenback. He determines what profit he is 
willing to take, and then remembers; “Ah, 
the greenback may be worth less than it is 
now when I have to renew my stock, and I 
will add a few cents a yard to provide for 
that contingency, and save myself.” This 
same apprehension extends to all classes of 
trade, and unquestionably keeps up a higher 
range of price, more or less variable, in all 
classes of trade intercourse. In this way 
there is an uncertain, unstable, and variable 
grade of prices all the time. 
3. But while the daily speculative changes 
in the quoted value of the greenback do not 
exert immediate corresponding changes in the 
price of furniture, iron, fuel, dry-goods, 
houses, horses, rents, etc., any considerable 
change one way or the other, which so remains 
for a considerable time, pervades the entire 
list of negotiable property. Thus suppose 
gold, from some cause or other, should be 
to-morrow quoted at 125, and greenbacks 
should consequently be worth only 80 cents 
in the dollar, andsuppose this relation should 
continue for a length of time. Does 
„ Amerigo” imagine that the depreciated 
purchasing power of the greenback would 
not increase prices? Wheat would be im- 
mediately affected ; the price of all kinds of 
farm products would go up instantaneously 
unless the difference were absorbed by trans- 
portation, or some other counteracting in- 
fluence. Then store goods and manufactures 
of all kinds would follow the upward ten- 
dency. Merchants, to «save themselves, 
would mark up all lines of merchandise; 
everything of an exportable or importable 
nature would speedily follow the necessity of 
getting more greenbacks to atone for their loss 
in value. Building material—frst iron, glass, 
paints, then brick, and stone, and lamber— 
would all become more costly. Rents would 
rise upon this, because of the increased cost of 
i The laborer, finding that the ne- 
cessities of life were costing him more green- 
backs than before, would demand an increase 
of wages. And so there would be an in- 
crease of prices in everything, including that 
of houses, lots, and land, more or less rapid 
and pronounced according to the mobility or 
immobility of the various articles and things. 
A reversal of the decline of the greenback 
—that is, an increase of its purchasing power 
on account of an increased confidence in its 
' redemption, or some other cause—would have 
the effect of lessening currency prices in the 
same way, but more slowly. People are al- 
ways more reluctant to accept less than they 
are to insist on more, and this universal ten- 
dency keeps prices up longer after a depre- 
ciation of the purchasing power of the green- 
back, than it pute them down after the value 


therefore, it is the standard by which the 
purchasing power of paper money, or any 
other imitation money, must be measured. 
The value of gold may be affected by the 
amount and cost of production, but the value 
of anything which by common consent rep- 
resents gold is determinate chiefly upon the 
certainty, ease, and inexpensiveness of get- 
ting gold for it at the holder’s option. The 
paper dollar is only worth just what it will 
bring in gold at the New York Gold Ex- 


If Am " still doubts, we recommend 
him to make out a list of articles which he 
wants and which he knows will cost him 
about $1,000 in greenbacks; then have his 
wife make out a list of articles which she 
wants, which will also cost $1,000 in cur- 
rency. Then let him give his wife $1,000 in 
gold, and take $1,000 in greenbacks for him- 
self, und ascertain which of the two has 
most money left after they have finished 
their shopping. It will be a good way for 
him to determine whether or not the green- 
back is depreciated in value, and we fancy his 
wife will not object to the plan. If his wife 
has about $100 left after making the pur- 
chases, we hope Amerigo will be consist- 
ent enough not to take it away from her. 

PARTNERSHIP AND CORPORATIONS. 

Special charters or special acts of incor- 
poration are no longer granted in Illinois. 
Charters no longer confer special privileges 
or taxable value as franchises, because such 
charters are within the reach of any one at 
the mere cost of the fees of the Secretary of 
State. Partnerships and corporations, there- 
fore, are substantially the same things, but 
the corporate form is preferred in certain 
Glasses of business, for two reasons: 1. It 
enables a greater number of persons to unite 
in the partnership, by admitting investments 
of only the amount of a single share of stock; 
it admits the sale or transfer of any portion 
of the proprietary interest without disturb- 
img the business, changing the name of the 
firm, or dissolving the partnership. In case 
of the death of a shareholder, no change is 
wrought in the business; the deceased pari- 
ner’s representatives succeed to his interest, 
and may hold or sell the same without any 
interruption in the conduct of the company. 
2. That the proprietors are personally re- 
sponsible to the amount of their stock, pro- 
vided it be full paid. In ordinary ~artner- 
ships these advantages are wanting. 

The State, however, has legalized another 
form of partnerships, by which persons may 
invest their capital, and, as special partners, 
avoid all responsibility beyond the amount of 
their investment. In such case, however, 
the special partners are excluded from any 
voice in the management of the business, 
and the partnership itself is limited as to its 
duration. While it may be provided that the 


‘death of a partner shall not dissolve the part- 


nership, no special partner can withdraw 
from the firm, or withd-aw any part of his 
capital. 

Is it not possible that the law of partner- 
ship can be further amended, so as to allow 
all persons desirous to do so to have the 
facilities now enjoyed under the corporate sys- 
tem? Why may not the law be so amended 
as to admit any number of persons to the 
proprietorship of a business-house in the 
proportion of the sums contributed to the 
capital by them; and why not the several 
stockholders be permitted to sell their shares 
of stock therein when so disposed without in 
the least changing the name of the firm 
or dissolving the partnership? In other 
words, why may not the law regulating 
private corporations, and the law regulating 
special partnerships, be so amended that per- 
sons organizing for business may adopt either 
a corporate name, or an ordinary firm 
name, and under either form of organization 
have the same legal privileges and advan- 
tages? Private corporations are no longer 
monopolies; they have no priv-leges which 
are not equally open to all who will apply for 
them. Any private business firm may now 
organize as a corporation, but there are many 
circumstances which render it advisable that 
the business be done under the name of the 
proprietors rather than a corporate name. 
This is especially true of mercantile estab- 
lishments, where the names of the proprie- 
tors are part of the capital, giving character 
and credit to the firm. But there is no rea- 
son why these private firms may not be al- 
lowed to include in the terms of their part- 
nership the advantages and conveniences in 
their management now enjoyed by the other 
business firms who take the corporate form

A CURRENCY SOMERSAULT. 

A dispatch which appeared in Taz Tarox 
afew days since announced an unexpected 
change in the editorship of the Indianapolis 
Sentinel, the old editor having been bought 
out, and a new editor, Mr. Marruxws, having 
been placed in his chair, in order to change 
the character of the politics of the paper upon 
the currency question. Heretofore it has 
represented Mr. MacDonaxp’s position upon 
this subject. It has been a sound-money or- 
gan, and a vigorous opponent of shinplaster 
inflation. It has stoutly argued against 
watering the currency and irredeemability, 
and its general position has been that we 
should come back to redeemability as soon as 
practicable, without seriously disturbing the 
business interests of the country. It is now 
evident that the inflationists have been at 
work to place the concern in the hands of the 
Kelleyite Matraews, and commence the rag 
business and 3.65 convertible-scrip humbug. 
This is the new tune the organ must play, 
and to do it a new grinder has been selected, 
who will play all the tunes that are pleasing 
to Ketuer’s rag-baby. | 

There is, however, a still deeper signifi- 
cance to this sudden change of front, this 
turnabout from sound money to chaff. The 
Indianapolis Sentinel is the personal organ of 
Gov. Hznpricxs’ ambitions for the Presiden-

Between 
these two he was liable to be left high and 
dry on the political beach, instead of sailing 
into the snug harbor of the Presidency. He 
therefore determined to utilize his strength 
by dropping down to a lower plane, so as to 
come in competition with weaker men like 
old BWL Auten and Penputum PEeNp.eron, 
rather than with such strong men as TD 
or Tuurnman, He therefore shut his eyes, 
turned a flying somersault, and came 
up .all right on his feet as a leader 
of inflationists, prepared to compete 
with ALLEN and PenpieTon in the scrub race. 
Looking at things in this light, the change of 
base in the Sentinel office becomes plain 
enough. The old editor could not stultify 
himself writing rag-money heresies in the 
interests of Huenpricxs, so he was turned out 
to grass and another man employed who 
could write in their interests, and make the 
organ play the new tune, The organ now 
being all right and Henpzicxs having made 
his somersault, itis not surprising that he 
is announced to speak in Ohio in support of 
the inflation ticket. : 


NEW YORK’S DECLINING BUSINESS. 

A year ago the New York commercial. jour- 
nals were discussing the causes that favored 
the transfer of the jobbing trade to the lead- 
ing cities of the West, and notably its con- 
centration at Chicago. They confessed the 
fact in order to stimulate their merchants as 
much as possible to make every exertion to 
retain it. And now the Commercial Bulletin 
has shown from official statistics that bank- 
ing under the National system in the the Mid- 
dle States has been almost stationary for the 
last five years, while in the Western and 
Southern States banking operations have 
about doubled... 

This increase of capital and of the jobbing 
trade in the Western States, and especially in 
Chicago, has been foreshadowed, and, as far 
as anything in the future could be, was 
proved in the columns of Taz Trrsune years 
ago. It is but the natural result of the 
values, vast in amount and steadily increas- 
ing, which the Northwest contributes to the 
commerce of the world. Carefully-prepared 
statistics showed that the value of the cereal 
and animal products shipped eastward from 
this city alone during the year 1873 was at 
least $200,000,000, and during the year 1874 
it increased to $249,500,000. The total 
business of the city for the last year—manu- 
factures and merchandise included—amounted 
to $638,500,000. 

It is, therefore, in accordance with fixed 
commercial laws that the banking capital of 
the West should also steadily increase. Not 
having the temptations of the Wall street 
stock gamblers to resist, it is moreover natu- 
ral that our banks should be more stable and 
substantial than those in the bodsted com- 
mercial metropolis of the seaboard. Accord- 
ingly, it will be remembered that, while in the 
panic of 1873 the New York banks were sus- 
pended for weeks and many of them trem- 
bling upon the verge of bankruptcy, nearly 
all the banks of Chicago steadily and prompt- 
ly paid all their checks, and bravely weath- 
ered the storm without the least change of 
course or the loss of a sail. 

It may be said that to mention this is but 
another exllibition of inordinate vanity; but 
the fact is one of which Chicago may be 
justly proud. It is due to the well-settled 
principle in political economy that, when a 
people sell to others more in value than they 
purchase and consume, they gradually, but 
surely, become rich and independent. Our 
vast, fertile prairies have practically but just 
begun to show how much they can contribute 
to the wealth of the nation; and hence the 
confession wrung from the New York Bulletin 
that our banking capital is also increasing 
much faster than it is in the Middle Seaboard 
States. With the concentration of the jobbing 
trade in this city, with the rapid growth 
of manufactures, and with the increasing 
hundreds of millions which the Northwest 
will command for her shipments of cereals, 
provisions, animals, and other farm products, 
the day is not distant when the Northwest 
ean declare herself entirely independent of 
Wall street. She will have the capital to do 
her own business, and she will use it for her 


own profit.

There has been a little manufacture of 
money down in St. Louis which practically 
illustrates the KxLLxr and inflation business.

THE ENGLISH PEABODY FUND. 

It is not given to many men to leave en- 
during memorials of their good deeds on both 
sides of the Atlantic. Probably no man has 
ever given as much and as wisely as the late 
Gronan Pzazsopy, American citizen and 
English banker. His generosity was bewil- 
dering. There are Pzasopy Institutes in 
three or four cities of the United States. 
There are Psasopy Museums and Halls in 
half a dozen college towns. There is a Pxa- 
nopy Fund in America, which has done a 
world of good in educating the South. There 
is a Pzasopy Fund in England, which has 
ven comfortable homes to thousands of 
London artisans, and furnished types for sim- 
ilar reforms everywhere else. The banker's 
benevolence was not only public, but private. 
His wise generosity gave Orawren C. Maxsnz 
an education, and so bestowed on the United 
States at once a famous scientist and a fear- 
leas opponent of the worst of our national 
rings. Another yearly report of the English 
Pgasopy Fund has just been published. It 
tells a story of deep interest. 

The original Fund amounted to £500,000, 
or $2,500,000. The Trustees took charge of 
ita few years ago. Inexperience prevented 
immediate success. The first block put up 
cost so much that the rents were too high for 
the poor to pay. The lesson learned paid for 
the money lost. Since then no mistakes 
have been made. Numerous blocks have 
been built. All of them are full. A descrip- 
tion of the latest will serve as a sample of 
all. About 3 aares on the Blackfriars Road 
are covered by it. The building—or rather 
the nineteen buildings which together form 
the block—is divided into a large number of 
apartments, none of which has more than 
three rooms. The stoves, fixtures, 
belong to the building. They 
of the most convenient sort. 
walls are neatly stenciled. Coal 
provision cupboards are attached to 
apartment. There are general laundries, baths, 
and play-grounds. The Blackfriars block is 
occupied by 1,214 persons, 600 of whom are 
children. The average cost of a room is 35 
cents a week. The Trustees aim to benefit 
the very poor. They therefore rent no rooms 
to persons who earn more than 20 shillings 
($5) a week. The short rules, à copy of 
which is given each tenant, are s0 valuable 
as suggestions for the coming American phi- 
lanthropist—may he come soon !—that we 
print them in full : 

1. Tue rents are to be paid weekly in advance st the 


Superintendent's office every Monday, between 10 a. 
m. and 6 p. m., and no arrears of rent will be al- 


lowed, 
2. Washing shall only be done in the laundries. The 


pessages, steps, lavatories, closets, stairs, and pas- 
sages shall be washed once a week, and swept every 
morning before 10 o’clock, 

8. No clothes are to be hung out, no carpets or rugs 
beaten or shaken, later than 10 a, m. 

4. No children are allowed to play on the stairs or 
passages, but only in the play- grounds. 

5. No tenant is allowed to take in washing or keep a 
shop of any kind on the premises. 

6. Tenants are not allowed to paper their rooms or 
drive nails into the walls. 

7. The outer doors are locked at 11 p. m., snd the 
gas extinguished; but all tenants are provided with 
private keys, by which they can enter at any hour of 
the night, 

There has been a great moral improvement 
in the condition of the tenantry of these 
blocks. A comfortable home keeps the men 
from the gin-shop. The women have shaken 
off their slatternly habits and keep them- 
selves and their homes clean. The brass 
knockers on their entrance-doors are polished 
till they shine like gold; the floors are 
scrubbed and washed; the window-seats are 
gay with flowers. The class most benefited 
is, perhaps, the children. In the crowded 
districts of London four out of five children 
die before the fifth year. In the Pzazopr 
buildings, the rate is only one out of five. 
The weakly children whose parents move out 
of filthy alleys into these healthy homes 
show the effects of the change at once, It is 
said that a visitor can tell by the looks of the 
boys and girls on the play-ground the com- 
parative time each has lived in the block. 

The buildings themselves are in central 
localities, so that the tenants save the time 
and money spent by most of the poor for 
intramural transport. They have promoted 
health, sobriety, cleanliness, thrift; have 
given homes to thousands who had no home 
but a dark cellar ; and have saved thousands

The greatest physical feat of the century 
was performed Wednesday night, when Cap- 
tain—why are the swimmers of the age all 
Captains ?—Muartrazw Was swam the English 
Channel from Dover to Calais, 21} miles. 
He started from the chalky cliffs of Dover 
Wednesday afternoon with a strong stroke of 
twenty to the minute. He seems to have 
maintained this stroke for nearly the whole 
distance. Stimulants were administered to 
him lavishly. He began at 5:30 p. m. with 
beef - tea and ale. At 8 the dose was beef-tea 
and beer. This kept him all right until 1 
o'clock in the morning, when the moon rose, 
and he celebrated the event with a drink of 
brandy and tea. Coffee was tried for a 
Thig failed to be of ser- 
vice. He seemed exhausted, and the trainer 
who accompanied him in a small 
steamer was about to spring to his help when 
he rallied and swam on. In an hour he took 
coffee and brandy. Thenceforward he drank 
brandy straight every twenty minutes, so that 
he may be said to have been brand(i)ed as 
the best swimmer in the world when he step- 
ped on Calais sands. King Alcohol kept him 
afloat while he was in danger of death frum 
too much water. His feat can scarcely be 
considered a first-class illustration for a tem- 
perance-lecturer. But it is a marvel. It 
must have required muscles of iron and sin- 
ews of steel. The swimmer had to meet 
cross-currents, chopping seas, winds, and 
tides. There is no more difficult strait 
to cross in the world. It is said 
that the tide carried him 4 miles 
out of his way. If so, he must have swum 
over 25 miles. While there Were boats near 
him all the while, he seems to have not left 
the water for a second between the cliffs of 
England and the sloping shores of France. 
A skiff, and afterwards a steamboat, was kept 
to the windward of him, and he was thus 
partly saved the necessity of buffeting with 
very rough weather.

MYSTERIOUS MURDER AND SUICIDE. 
Spec iat Dispateh to I'he Chicago Tribune, 

Mitwauxer, Aug. 26.—A small tavern on the 
Loomis road, about 9 miles south of the city, 
was the scene of a terrible tragedy, and bas been 
visited by hundreds since morning. The piace 
was found closed, aud neighbors, to ascertain 
the cause, looked into the window, and were 
borr'ded to find an old settler of the vicinity, 
Thomas McCarthy, a man about 60 years of age, 
lying dead upon the floor, with a bullet-bole in 
his forehead. Entrance was effected, and the 
body of MeCarthy removed to his residence. 
August Baaman, proprietor of the tavern, 
could not be found, and it was sup- 
posed that he fled on commission of 
the crime. The place indicated that there 
had been a desperate s‘ruggie between the men. 
The walls were farrowed by bullets and the win- 
dows broken by glasses picked up from ‘be 
counter. Bauman was seen in the veighbor- 
hood at 10 o'clock iu the forenoon, and subse- 
queutly returned to the saloon and committed 
suicide by shooting himself twice in the right 
breast. The men were last seen by a boy at a 
late hour on Wednesday night, and were then 
juking at each other's expense. It is supp sed 
that they subsequently quarreled, aud that Bau- 
man shot McCarthy in the heat of passion. 
Baumann was a bachelor, about 60 years 
of age. He has a nephew in Chicago, and 
relatives at some other point m Lilivois, He 
came to this place from Akros, O., in 1845. 
MoCarthy was an old residevt, aud leaves a large 
family of giown-up children. An ing. Jest is in 
progress, but nothing bas been elicited beyond 
the facts here related. 


TWO MORE HORRORS.

Sr. Loum, Aug. 26.—News was received here 
to-nignt of two terrible tragedies lu the Indian 
Territory. John Hatchet, a Cherokee of the 
Coocescowie District, while sittimg io his door, 
holding his horse by the bridle, was ap- 
proached by a colored desperado named 
Howard, who, without saying « word, 
struck Hatchet a tremendous blow on 
the head with a heavy piece of timber torn from 
a wagon seat. The blow irightened the horse, 
which dashed off, entanghog Hatchet in tne 
bridle reins and dragging bim at full speed a 
considerable distance, lacerating his body in a 
horrible manuer. The murderer follosed him 
up and heat him to dea h with the club, mashing 
his skull iu a fiighiful way. 

Last Thursday m tue Liun District a woman 
named Emeline Jones, who was a promment 
vitoess m a murder case soon to come uo for 
trial, was brutally and repeatedly outraged by 
ruffians, aud then assassinated. It is supposed 
that tue purpose of the murder was to get her 
out of the way as a witness. 


WHISKY MEN ARR¢STED. 
Special Death to The Chicago Tribune, 

Srninertevp, III., Aug. 26.—One of Col. Roe’s 
Deputy United States Marsbals broaght down 
from Pekin to-day quite a number of distillers 
and others charged with various offenses. Ja- 
cob Lucas, a Gauger, charged with uniawfully 
signing certificates of cancelation of stamps. 
Robert Warner aud Christian Ackerman bad 
been drawing off distilled spirits from barrels 
on which stamps had not been canceled—so 
charged. Daniel J. Hesimger, Herman E.

He then threw 
the child and knife upon the bed aud went back 
and told his wife what he had done. He was 
afterwards arrested. He still regrets that he did 
not kill his wife. 


TWO CIRCUS MEN ASSASSINATED. 

Barnuner, N. B.. Aug 26.—This morning, 
while Gibbs’ Menagerie was getting under way 
for this place, three men crawied up within 50 
yards of the tent occupied by the canvasmen 
and fired two shot-guns, instantly killing Wil- 
liam Spearing, of Calais, Me., and dangerous- 
ly wounding Amos Wagner, of Liverpool, N. 8. 
After firing, the men ran toward the sbore, their 
tracks beiog seen alter they jumped over the 
cliff. The Sheriff aod m large posse, with the 
Coroner, immediately left in search of the mur- 
derers. The ouly koown reason for the murder 
is a dispute that arose between the circus men 
and some roughs, who were trying to gain ad- 
mittance without paying last night. 


BURGLARIES 

Drrox, III., Aug. 26.—The residence of D. B. 
McKinney, Eeq., of this city, was entered last 
night by burglars. Mrs, Myers, his daughter, 
beanng them in her bedroom, gave the alarm. 
Mr. McKinney lost only bis pocketbook, which 
contained a small amount of money, Burglars, 
the same night, rifled a way-car on the North- 
western Rail:oad, and also robved a stranger of 
$40 on our streete.

TWO NEGROES HUNG BY LYNCH LAW. 
New Orleans Bulleten, Aug. 4. 

On Saturday last, at about 8 a. m., two ne- 
groes, Jeff Brown and Morris Morse, charged 
with outragiog the person of a young married 
woman (white), and who, under evidence and 
confession, were undoubtedly guilty, were taken 
from jail by the people of Pensacola and bung. 

The police of the town came up after the affair 
and attacked the party who ‘had execated the 
men. Shots were exchanged, bat there was no 
one hart. The negroes were cut down by the 
police, but the work had been effectually done, 
and they were dead. 

The hanging took place in the neighborhood 
of Seville Square, on a vacant lot, corner of 
Sarragossa and Florida Bianca streets, opposite 
the Episcopal Church. 

The two negroes were confined in the jail 
charged with the outrage of the young womaa, 
— young married woman, the mother of « 
young infant,—wbo is still suffering from the 
injuries received at the hands of the black 
fiends, 

Iurough the Express and the Gazetle full par- 
ticula's of the affair were given to the people, 
and these particulars created great escitement 
aod indignation. 

It was kuown that “a Judge who tries prison- 
ers at convenience presided over a Court to 
which prisoners charged with a capital offense 
are returnable, and fears were expressed by the 
excited and indignant people that the brutes 
would escape the justice that the law provides, 
and, thus tearing, they took the law in their own 
hands and dealt justice. 

Besides the two negroes executed, there were 
two others,—onée Jourdan Williams, who made 
his escape, but will probably be captured and 
share the fate of his comvanions in ciime ; and 
one Berry Dorson, who died in the bospital at 
Pensacola, from injuries received at the hands of 
the other three. Dorson stated to Marshal Touart 
and to Mr. Richard Evans that he was one of the 
four men that had committed the outrage, men- 
tioning the others, those executed aod the one 
nam aod that he had repented of his crime 
on leaving the scene, and had threatened to in- 
form on them, and that they then attacked him 
and tried to kill him, and left him on the rail- 
road track for dead. The country is being 
scoured for Williams, and his capture is almost

The value of 
wheat is more intrinsic than that of gold, as 
wheat ma be useful where gold cannot: and 
yet the value of wheat varies, while the orop is 
growiag, with every variatioa of the weacher. 
Acoording te the logic of the Indiana paper 
alluded to above, the farmer should pot sow 
wheat, as be does not know bow mnch he is 

etting for bis work, and no one should: buy it 
ause it may de; reciate in value before he ean 
geil it ot eat it up. 

This fluctus ion in value is go general a lew as 
to be almost a law of Nature. In order to have 
a value to anything it i» necessary that it should 
be of some cost to the producer and some use to 
the consumer, The value of every kind of prop- 
erty is governed by the law of supply and ae- 
mand, and varies accondingly. And gold is no 
exception, although in its normal condition it 
ma approach the nearest to a fixity of value of 
avything. For that reason there should be gold 
enough retained in the country to keep it im its 
normal condition, and all paper money should 
be based on it, and be redeemable in it, either 
on demand or at some specific time and place.

A MAYOR WHO WANTS TO OUST A POLICE JUSTICE. 

Seetal Diepatch to The Uhwago Tribune, 

Lararetre, Ind., Aug. 26.—The babeas corpus 
cabe, involving the legality of the City Jndge- 
ship of this city, was elaborately argued yester- 
day, pro and con, by our leading attorneys be- 
fore Judye Vinton. His decision was rendered 
to-day, susteining the City Judge and refusing 
the application for the writ of habeas corpus. 
The main point relied on by the pe’itioners was 
that the act of 1867 confers no judicial powers 
on the Oy Judge whatever. The act of 1857 
provided, in case the Common Council deemed 
it expedient, to order the election of a City Judge. 
Such Judge should exercise all the judicial 
powers of the Mayor. This provision was con- 
tinued in the act of 1865, but omitted in the act 
ot 1867, which specially repeals the acts of 1 67 

1865. Judge Vinton beld that the intention 
of thé Legislature was to continue in force the 
clause of the laws of 1857 and 1865. clothing the 
City Judge with jud rs, a8 disclosed by 
the language of the law of 1807, which speaks of 
the duties of City Juage ssif the Legislature, by 
that abt, had expressly conferred jurisdiction. 
The counsel for petitioners excepted to the 
rulings of the Court, and took an appeal to the

But for the machinations of 
this un-American branch of the priesthood, the 
Catholic people would never have thought of 
starting or patronizing any church schools in 
opposition to our public schools. For ail intel- 
ligent American Catholics know that the Church, 
whore exclusive and appropriate province is, or 
should be, the religious improvement aad de- 
votional training of its people, ¢an never 
compete with & public school which has 
the entire wealth and tes ent of a na- 
tion pledged for its excelénce and ste- 
cesa. The Catholic priesthood favor ed. cation 
Of tnemselves, tut not of their people, aud have 
never been known to turn the wealth aud talent 
of the Chureh into the channel of popular edu- 
cation. The policy of the Courfch, or rather the 
priesthood, torbids the diffusion of knowledge, 
because knowiedve is sé'f-help, and the latter 
begets independence, which s00n g ves a voice in 
the Church. One thing I notice that the eda- 
cated and wealthy Catholic sends his children 
to any school he pleases, generally to the pub- 
lic school, while the poor aud ignorant member 
of the Church submits to the most humiliating 
dictation in regard to the education of his chil- 
dren, Most C ic children prefer to attend the 
5 schools. nocwithstandiog the studies are 
arder, rather thao go to the parieh school, whose 
studies consist of the memo: izing the Catechism 
and a few religious books, inte. @persed with a 
round of devot oval exercises, which soon de- 
come monotooous ud wearisome. I bave heard 
Catholic children beg tobe sent to the public 
school, but the poor parents dare not, under et- 
treme peualty, disobey the priest. So 50 cents 
a month for each chiid had to go to the Church 
for an education far inferior to that which the 
State offers the poor wasner woman for nochitg. 
But the day is coming, and not far distant, wnen 
good Catholics will see the motives which actuate 
a few members of the priesthood to 80 bitterly 
oppose the public school. No trne-minded

THE ORIOLE. 
HER ADVENTURES WITH THE COLLECTOR OF CUS- 
TOMS. 


The Canadian yacht Oriole, which arrived here 
last week with a pleasure-party of seven gen- 
tlemen from Toronto, Canada, with the inten- 
tion of witnessing the yacbt-race last Saturday, 
left this port suddenly last Monday morning 
without waiting for the deferred regatta of 
Tuesday. Her sudden departure caused some 
talk in marine and yachting circles, as it was 
generally surmised that something or other had 
happened that caused ber exodus, but nothing 
definite could be learned, as there were only a 
few of the leading members of the Yacht Club 
who knew the real cause, sod they did not 
choose to tell. Tus Triscne, however, has suc- 


ceeded in getting at the bottom of thie myste- 
rious affair, and is able to lay it before its read- 


ers. 

Sbortly after the arrival of the Oriole at this 
port ber commander, Mr. Campbell, 
CALLED AT THE GOVERNMENT MARINE OFFICE 
aud stated that he had come to report ioformal- 
ly, not think.ng a formal report was necessary 
in his case. The Collector, however, thougnt 
she came under the same rules as anv other ves- 
sel hailing from aforeign port, and that she 
ought to have her papers to show where she 
came from, who were her owners, and what was 
her connage. Capt. Campbell said that he had 
visited nearly every port on the lakes, aad this 
was the first time he had ever been asied for 
papers. Tbe Collector thought it rather strange, 
and lookei up the law, aud found that every 
vacht above five tons, even if she did not hail 
from a foreign port, was required to have pa- 
pers, and o informed the Captain, requesting 
him to remit her tunnage dues. 
CAPT. PRINDIVILLE 
and other members of the Yacht Club then went 
to see the Collector. and remoustrated again 
the extraction of dues from the vessel, as tbe 
parties were their guests, and they would vouch 
for them. 
Thereupon the Collector sent a dispatch to 
the Secretary of the Treasury at Washington, 
stating thas the Oriole came here from Toronto 
with a party of excursionists ; that she was rep- 
resented to be 90 tous burden, but in reality she 
measured les: than 50; that the parties claimed 
to be exempt on account of belonging to the 
Internationa! Lacht Club, and had visited vari- 
ous other porta without being required to pay 
dues or report and clear. Tue Collector recom- 
mended in the same dispatch that, owing to the 
peculiar circumstances uuder which the vessel 
came here, she should not be detained, if con- 
sistent with the la v. 
A day or two after this the following letter was 
received by the Collector from 
THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY: 
„ Require yacht Oriole to enter and 
pay regular tonnage dues, Waive in this instance 
payment of alien tonnege dues, and inform Master that 
passengers cannot be transported from piace to place 
in United States, Case is same as that of any foreign 
undocumented vessel, The ract that the vessel be- 
longs to the yacht club at Detroit does not entitie her 
to tae pri vi eges of a yacht under any law or regula- 
tion known to this Department, the being a foreign 
vessel, and, as reported in your telegram, without any 
documents whatever. The instructions above given 
were lenient because of your statement that 
the vessel is vouched for by prominent gen- 
tlemen of Chicago, of your recommendation that 
the vessel should not be detained, and of the fact that 
the parties concerned appeared to bave misappre- 
ended the law. The Collectors of Customs at De- 
troit, Cleveland, and Erie have been asked to report 
the facts in regard to the arrival and departure of the 
Oriole when she visited their ports. 
Upon receipt of this letter the Collector noti- 
fied Capt. Prindivil'e, the President of the Chica- 
go Yacht Club, of the decision of the Secretary of 
tbe Treasury. A deputy was also sent ou board 
the vessel to measure ner. The deputy did not 
tell those on board anything’ of the ‘Secretary's 
decision, but merely informed them that he was 
ordered by the Collector to take ber measure- 
ment. The Collector did not think it necessary 
to inform those on board of the decision, as 
Mersrs. Prindiville, Ewing, and Lyon, of the 
Yacht Club. bad promised to pay the dues, 
which amounted to $27.42. It seema, however, 
that the parties on the vessel did learn of the 
action of the authorities, and Monday morning 
they 

SLIPPED OUT OF PORT 

without having taken out clearance-papers. 
Thereupon the Collector called upon the mem- 
bers of the Yacht Club and demanded the 
dues, which were paid under protest. The Coi- 
lector states that he did not trouble the vessel 
in the least,. and she could have left at any time, 
owing to the promise of the Yacht Club to pay 
the dues. But had those dues not been prompt- 
ly paid he would have been compelled, under 
the law, to have her arrested at tue first port

EVANS & HICKEY. 
A SINGULAR SUSPENSION. 

The failure of the wholesale liqaor house of 
Evans & Hickey, No. 205 East Randolph street, 
was announced yesterday, and created a flutter 
in certain circles, It was ramored several days 
ago that the tirm was in straitened circum- 
stances, owing to the difficulty experienced 
in making collections. In fact 4 no- 
tice was sent to creditors nearly 4 
week ago that the firm could not meet its obli- 
gations... Prior to this, even, the banks ap- 
peared to appreciate the situation, and refused 
the usval accommodations, which hastened the 
announcement. The liabilities of the firm are 
put down at $25,000, and the assets are reckoued 
at $57.000, $45,000 of which is in bills due and 
collectable, 

CREDITORS’ MEETING. 

A meeting of a few of the Cbicago creditors was 
informaliy held at their place of bu uuess yester- 
day to consider what action was best to take, 
Mr. Evans made a statement to them to the 
eifect that he wished to get out of the business, 
aud wanted an Assignee appointed to settle up 
the affairs of tue firm. They expressed 
their confidence in the integrity of the firm 
and its ability to pay doliar for doilar by offering 
to allow it to appoint the Assignee. Mr. Hickey 
also made a statement that he was opposed to 
the appointment of ao Assignee, and wanted to 
continue in charge of the business for a vear to 
settle it up himself, allowing them the right to 
apooint some one to represent Mr. Evans in the 
matter. The two propositions were debated at 
length, but no conclusion was reached. They 
Will meet again this morning at 10 o'clock to 
take final action. 

A reporter called on the firm during. the day 
and found the establishmeot open and busine»s 
going on usioterrupted, and both of the part- 
ners as anxious as ever to wait upon customers.

The principal creditors of the firm in Chicago 
are Roelle, luker 4 Co., Earight, Kelley & Co., 
Goldsen 4 Eastman, and Dickenson, Abell & 
Co. The firm has also some creditors in New 


York. 
THE STATUS OF THE FIRM ; 
is very singula:, and itis plain that there is a 
failure to agree betweea the members, which is 
probably at the bottom of the whole affair. 
On the whole it appears that the 
Opposition warty will be the largest 
loser by the failure. Mr. Evans came to promi- 
neuce a8 a politician in 1869-’70, when his saloon 
was the favorite Aldermanic haunt, and since 
then has constantly been gaining in power in 
the ranks of the party with which ho has 
been identified.

Quite a flurry of excitement among printers 
has arisen during the present week. The em- 
ployers, finding that the price of job-work was 
falling so low, felt oompel ed to reduce the wages 
of their employes, aod held a convention for 
that purpose at the Sherman House last Tues- 
day afternoon. At this meeting there was quite 
a respectable representation of emolovers, and, 
after some discussion, they resolved to communi- 


cate with the Typographical Union, notifying them 


of their intention to reduce journeymen job- 


printers’ wages from $21 to $18 per week, and 
from 47 to 40 cents per thousand ems. At the 
regular monthly meeting of the Union, held at 
their rooms Wednesday evening, the terms in 
the communication from the employers were 
unanimously rejected, the foremen of sev- 
eral of the larger establishments working solidly 
against the proposition. No course of action 
was resolved upon, as it was generally under- 
stood that no attempt would be made to enforce 
the :eduction nutil the first of next month. An 
offer on the pa tof the printers to refer the mat- 
ter to arbitration was rejected by the employers, 
Yesterday morning a new phase of the di- 
culty came to the surface in the office of the 
Metropolitan Printing Company, located in the 
Times Bui'divg? on Fifth avenne.

CRIMINAL, 
HOYNE’S RECORD. 

Special Agents of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau Gavett and Lance have been after the 
alieged violators of. the revenue laws in Peoria, 
and yesterday arraigned a number of 
them before . United States Commissioner 
Hoyne. In most of the cases the 
proofs are strong and quite conclusive, and it 
will require some sbarp work to save the ac- 
cused persons from the infliction of the severe 
penalties which a violation of the laws entails. 
The following were the cases prelimivarily ex- 
amioed into yesterday: J 

L. Robinson. charged with passing a counter- 
feit $10 billion the National Bank ot Capton, 
II., in a saloon at the S_ock-Yards. Held to bail 
in the sum of $800 to appear before the United 
States Grand Jurv. 

J. H. Morge, a Government Gauger at Peoria, 
was charged with a viv.ation of the Internal Rev- 
enue law in stamping and branding ,;ackages 
to contain distided sir ts in advance of their 
being filled. Tue defendant asked for a further 
heariog Sept. 23, and, is oeing granted, he gave 
his own recogbizance in the sum of $2,000 to 
appear. 

S. B. King, a Government Storekeeper at 
Peoria, was charged with a failure to make én- 
tries on bis record-book from Aug. 1 to 3, inelu- 
sive, The case was sent to the Grand Jucy, and 
bail fixed at $1.20). 

Andrew Wuest, also of Peoria, was accused of 
having posses-ion of packages that had con- 
tained distilled spirits wirbhout erasing the 
stamps, brands, and marks thereon. This case 
was also sent to the District Court. and the de 
fendaut held in $500 bail to appear when re- 
quired, 

J. H. White, another Peoria citizen, 
was arraigned on charge of rectifying 
Without paving the special tax aud 
having in possession empty packages with 
stamps thereoo not e:ased. Held for trial at the 
District Court in bail of 61.000. 

Jaules Black was also held for trial at the up- 
per court for au alleged violation of the law in 
relation to the erasing of stamps from whisky 
packages, 

The Agents are very busy looking up viola- 
tions of ibe law, and promise more cases.

Some of the Commissioners Do a Little 
Honest Work. 


Grand Celebration at Periolat’s Club- 
fate — 


Frank Lumbard’s Need of a Court-House, 


Since the city began to rise from ite ashes 
the matter of buiidinga new Court-House has 
served asa bone of contention in the County 
Board and City Council. When all other ques- 
tions waned and lost interest in either of these 
bodies, a resolution looking to the beautifying 
of the old Court-House square] was sure to stir 
up the greatest interest, to excite 
the deepest attention, and draw forth 
the slumbering oratory of the leaders 
of the several rings which, for the last few 
years, have held almost unlimited control of 
both bodies. The public has by no means been 
a dispassionate |, in the warfare, feeling 
as it has the necessity for a new Court-House. 
A growl, too, has continually gone up from the 
illy-accommodated judiciary, while hungry con- 
tractors, ambitious architects, and queralous 
artisans have in no wise acted a disinterested 
part in thecommon struggie fora commence- 
ment of the much-needed work. 

The smoke of the battle lifted yesterday for 
the first time, and beneath it was a spectacie 
pleasing to all beholders. The strife which bad 
for years delayed the erection of the building 
appeared to be at an end, so far as the county 
was concérned at least, and the oid Court-House 

uare was transformed into a scene of harmo- 
nious hfe, pleasantry, and industry. ‘The occa- 
sion was no less than 

THE BREAKING OF GROUND 
for the excavation for the foundations of the 
new Court-clouse, for which the contract was 
let on the part of the county several davs ago. 
In the centre of the equare promptly at 1 o’ciock 
were grouped = Commissioners Carroll, 
Schmidt, Jones, Holden, Conly, Busse, Guen- 
ther, Louergan, Herting, Johnson, and MeCaf- 
frey, for the county, and Commissioners Prindi- 
ville and Thompson, and Md. Hildreth, Foley, 
Stout, and Mebr, for the city. these 
were George Voo Hollen, Thomas Mackin, Ed- 
win Walker of Lemont, Architects Egan and 
Armstrong, Robert Clark, Joun M. Rountree, 
Josech Hogan, C. F. Periolat, Cox Bros., a gang 
of laborers, and the representatives of the press. 
The ground around was bestrewed with picks 
and shovels, and here and there stood wagons 
waiting to be tilled wita the first dirt. 
COMMISSIONER HOLDEN 

was the firet to lav hold of a shovel. He was 
followed by Commissioner Schmidt, who grabbed 
a pick, and in a moment unclaimed shovels were 
as scarce as gold in the Black Hilla. At 1 o'clock 
Commissiouer Jones, act.ng Chairman of the 
Board, took up a position in the centre of the 
group. and gave the signal for dirt-lifting iu a 
speech, in these words; 

GENTLEMEN : Now is the time for work. The day 
for resolutions has passed in this matter. 

Commissioner Holden. with his usual indus- 
try, was the first to get his shovel in the earth, 
aud the fir-t to toss dirt into the wagon. Com- 
missioner Schmidt applied the pick with becom 
ing vigor, while Commissioners Jobnson, Car- 
roll, McCaffrey, and Conly vied with each other 
for a moment in trying who could throw the 
most dirt, and throw it the highest. A 
moment later, aod the perspiration began to ap- 
pear, and the scene took one back to school- 
davs and bandy-ball season, as the half dozen 
officials, all ia each others“ way, were scrambling 
to secure the same shovelfui of dirt to raise to 
the half-filled wagon. 

THE INDUSTRIOUS GROUP 

soon scattered, however, but the first intimation 
Commissioner Johnson had of the fact was a 
shovelful of dirt thrown in bis face by Commis- 
sioner McUsffrey from the opposite side of 
the wagon. Commissioner Schmidt received 
huis information m the same way, and 
subsequently a dirt battle ensued, the workers 
being about equally divided. Commissioner 
Guenther stood upon a mound near by looking 
ov, commaading and enjoying, and beside him 
stood Commissioners Busse and Herting as aids. 
A few shoveis of dirt skiilfal!v directed warned 
them of their proximity to the scene, and they 
close their eyes involuntarily in their retreat. 
The wagon was declared loaded simultaneous 
with the fagging out of the heroes, aud shovels 
and picks were dropped instanter. It 
was expected that the city officials wonld load 
the next wagon, which was in readiness, but they 
respectfully aeclined to mix up with county 
affairs. 

Thus ended the breaking of ground for the 
new Court-House, aod the crowd was soon 
wending ics way from the scene, 
when, very opportunely, the  excavatioa 
contractors, the Cox Bros., stepped to the 
arked all to follow them. A second 
invitation was uonecessary, and in a few mo- 
ments the energy expended iu loading the first 
wagon was restored in the spacious pariors of

He believed, however, that the 
city was equal with the county in earnestoess in 
the matter, and that the way was opeving for 
the city to be able so do its entire duty, and that 
without any extra taxation. If the details could 
be agreed upon, he believed the city would com- 
plete ite part of the building in the next two 
years.
